5.0.S— SAVE OUR SARL The following message has been received from the 
vice president Graham Hartlett ZS6GJH: “It is common knowledge that the 
South African Radio League is in need of revitalization. The only way this 
can be achieved is through MEMBERSHIP.

Don’t punish the institute and the hobby because 
of this. GET INVOLVED and together let’s remove the obstacles that stand 
in the way of our growth. Getting involved could be as simple as becoming or 
remaining a member of SARL - pay your subs soon! For those who like a more 
hands-on approach, SARL needs YOU.
